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Quest. 12. Who have died this year? 

Rev. John Wesley Riggen was bom in the State of Marjiaud, August 28th, 1794. His 
parents emigrated to Kentucky and settled in Mason county, when the subject of this memoir 
was about eight years old. His parents being poor and having settled in a new country were 
unable to give him a proper education ; and as far as is known brother Riggen passed the eeirly 
part of his life without any indication of future usefulness. 

In 1816 he was converted to God, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, under the 
ministerial lalx)r of Rev. Wm. Holman. 

He commenced preaching as a local preacher in the M. E. Church, in 1823, and in 1827 was 
ordained Deacon, at Versailles, by Bishop Soule; and for several years previously to th^com- 
mencement of his itinerant career, he was a veiy^ active and useful local preacher. 

He joined the travelling connection in 1834, and was ordained Elder by Bishop Andrew at 
Shelbyville in 1835. From that time to his death, he was a steady, uniform, and faithful minister 
of God ; modest and rather diffident in his manner, plain and striking in his presentations of 
truth, and though only of medium abilities, was generally beloved by those who knew him. 

He will long be remembered by the people on many of our circuits in this Conference. 

Brother Riggen died on the 30th of September, 1845, and during the short, but severe and 
painful illness that preceded, he was calm and collected, and his faith was strong and steady; 
and he e-xhorted all those who kindly visited him to meet him in Heaven; and thus he passed 
away to the spirit land. 

*Garret Davis departed this life July 18tli, 1844. As near as we can ascertain he was about 
30 years of age. He embraced religion ten or twelve years ago, and joined the M. E. Church 
in Lexington, Ky. In 1841 he was licensed to preach, and being duly recommended, was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Kentucky Conference, and was appointed to Salem circuit ;■ in 1842 to the 
Salt River Circuit; in 1843 to the Springfield circuit ; and in 1844 to Taylorsville circuit, where 
he ended his useful life and pious labors. Bro. Davis was a man of respectable preaching abili- 
ties, a diligent student, deeply pious, faithful in a'l his work, and deeply useful iu all the circuits 
where he labored. Soon after his appoinment to his last circuit, he became deeply concerned 
for full salvation. He sought it earnestly, by prayer and in reading the best books he could 
procure, and did not seek in vain. 

His last illness was protracted for several weeks, during which time he was patient and re- 
signed, until he left the scene of his sufferings, and went in triiunph to Glory. 

*JoHN C. Basket was received on trial in the Kentucky Conference in the fall of 1839, and 
was appointed with Joel Peal to Madison circuit. In 1840 he was appointed in charge of Al- 
bany circuit; in 1841, Williamsburg mission ; in 1842, Manchester circuit; and in 1843, Irvin 
circuit. In all these fields of labor he was abundantly useful, and extremely popular among the 
people. Sometime in the spring of 1844, being unable to preach on the account of ill health, 
he concluded to visit his mother and relatives iu the State of Tennessee ; and while he was 
among them, his health still continued on the decline, and he wasted away like one sinking fast 
under consumption ; but he was able to go about until the morning of the 27th of August, 
1844, when he, then felt that the time of bis departure was at hand. He laid himself upon his 
bed^ and told his friends he w’as going to die. The nearest neighbors were collected in, and 
they stood around his dying bed ; ho with all the calmness and composure of a Christian, fell 
asleep in tlie arms of Jesus. Brother Basket was an amiable young man, and very full of zeal. 
Often has he been heard to say% that he never expected to locate until he located high up iu 
Glory% where we trust he now rests from his labors and his works still follow him. \

Joshua Lkigh was bom in Gloucester county. Va., October 25, 1798. His father was a min- 
ister, and his mother a member of the Baptist Church. When fifteen years old he was pow- 
erfully awak ened, and continued in a penitential frame of mind for three years, when he was 
converted at a camp-meeting, at Olive Branch, in his native county. About eighteen months 
afterwards he joined the Methodist Episcopal Church ; and being persuaded of his call to the 
ministry, he was admitted on trial in the Virginia Conference at the session of 1822. He was 
esteemed as a minister of great zeal, untiring industry, and useful talents ; and was histrumental 
in the conversion of many souls. His health having failed, he was compelled, after twenty 
years’ labor as an effective travelling preacher, to take a supernumerary and afterwards a super- 
annuated relation to the Conference. In November, 1845, he went to Mississippi to pass the 
winter ; but, a few days after his arrival at the town of Columbus, he suffered an attack of 
bilious pleurisy, of which he died on the 24th of December, 1645. A few hours before he died, 
he had all the family called, with whom he lodged, and addressed them thus : — “I wish to make 
a public confession of the religion which I have professed before I die. My hope is built on 
Jesus Christ, who is the rock of my salvation. By faith in his name I have been sustained in 
youth and hi manhood, and am now supported in my dying moments.” He desired that the 
members of the Virginia Conference should be informed of his love for them and the Church 
which had nurtured him, and of his triumphant faith. A little before he died, he said with 
much joy, “I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith, hence- 
forth there is a crown laid up for me — ‘yes, a crown of glory ’ ” 

He was beloved by his brethren, and has left an affectionate wife and three little children to 
mourn his departure. 

Joseph A. Brown was born in Bedford county, Va., July 27, 1807, and died of pulmonary 
consumption, at his residence ip Louisa county, Va., Feb. 20, 1846. He wets converted to God, 
and attached himself to the Methodist Episcopal Church, when only twelve years old. He 
was admitted on trial as a travelling preacher in the Virginia Conference in 1830 ; and was or- 
dained a.Deacon in 1832, and an Elder in the Church of God in 1834. Loss of health obliged 
him to take a superannuated relation to the Conference in 1837 ; which was continued for six 
years, when he again became effective, and travelled two years. At the Conference in Norfolk, 
in 1845, he was again superannuated ; and his health continued to decline till he was summoned 
from his toils and sufferings to his reward. 

Brother Brown was a good preacher, and there were many seals given to his ministry. His 
end was peace. 

Isaac A. Willis was bora in Orange county, Va., July 6, 1816. His parents were respecta- 
ble and pious member^ of the Baptist Church. He was awakened and converted, under the 
ministry of the Rev. David Wood, in the year 1837, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Shortly afterwards he became impressed that it was his duty to preach the Gospel, and was ad- 
mitted on trial as a travelling preacher, at the Conference at Edenton, in 1839. In 1841 he 
was ordained a Deacon, and in 1843 an Elder in the Church of God. He labored with great 
zeal and diligence, and with much success, on the several circuits and stations to which he was 
appointed. 

Brother Willis was a young man of more than ordinary capacity ; his judgment sound, his 
imagjination brilliant, and his elocution easy. But his power lay in his piety. From a heart 
burning with love there came forth v/ords of fire. His preaching was with the demonstraticn 
and power of the Holy Ghost. » 

At the Conference ef 1845 his health was found so feeble that he was given no appointment 
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His disease was thought to be pulmonary consumption. As he approached his end, he professed 
a firm unwavering confidence in God, and was heard to say, more than once, “It is the Lord, let 
him do what seemeth to him good.” Almost without a struggle or a groan, at the house of his 
mother, in the county of Culpepper, Va., he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus on the last dav of 
April, 1846. ^ 

William L. Blanton was born in Cumberland county, Va., April 4, 1821. He was eon- 
verted in the year 1832, when but eleven years old, and became a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In the fall of 1844 he was admitted on trial in the Virginia Conference, 
and was appointed to Prince Edward circuit, where he labored with great zeal and encouraging 
success. His second appointment was to Greenville circuit ; and here his brief career was ter- 
minated by death, on the 5th of August, 1846. He^ was a young man of good promise: of 
sprightly intellect, fervent piety, and burning zeal. Hi*s end was peace.

JoH^^5o^ B. Fields, a native Cherokee, was born in Murrah County, Ga., Oct. 18, 1800. He 
was happily converted to God and joined the Methodist E. Church in 1827 ; was received on 
trial in the Tennessee Annual Couferenee 1833, in 1835 was ordained Deacon by Bishop An- 
drew, in Abingdon, Va., was transferred to the Arkansas Conference in 1837, and in 1839 was 
Didained Elder by Bishop Andrew, at Fayetteville, Arkansas. 

He serv'ed the Church as a travelling preacher and interpreter, with much usefulness and 
great acceptability in the Cherokee nation, for more than twelve years. While laboring on the 
upper Cherokee Circuit he was taken seriously ill. During his illness, which lasted but about 
thirty -six hours, he endured his severe sufferings with Christian calmness and resiguatiou. On 
the I2ih February, 1846, our beloved brother Fields died in great peace.

The Rev. Robert W. Cole, the subject of this brief memoir, was bom in East Tennessee, 
in 1818. Blessed with pious parentage, he was at a very early period of his life taught the in- 
spired history of his origin, together with the nature of his future destination. Tfius was he 
led to reverence and adore the venerable and holy institutions of our heaven-born Christianity. 
Under the fostering hand of religious training, the first buddings of opening intellect were 
moulded into the delightful charms of youthful piety. The voice of the Spirit One, who alone 
of himself hath the fearfully solemn prerogative to call to the sacred office of the ministry, 
commanded, and he tremblingly obeyed. Fresh in the morning of life, whilst the dew of youth 
glittered upon his brow, he entered upon that high and holy and responsible work, which might 
fill an Angel’s heart, and which filkd the Saviour’s hands. 

At the early ago of 18, ho was admitted on trial in the Temu-ssee Annual Conference, and 
in 1836 received his first appointment on the Wadesborough circuit. In 1837 he travelled the 
Winchester circuit. In 1838, the Duck River circuit In 1839 he was transferred to the Ar- 
kansas Conference, and was appointed to the Pine Bluff circuit In 1841, ho was stationed in 
the city of Little Rock. During the arduous aud indefatigable labors of this year, his health 
failed, and to secure the advantages of a more congenial climate, his constitution being naturally 
delicate, he was transferred to the Memphis Conference, and was, in 1842 stationed in Paris and 
Dresden. In 1843 he was re-appointed to the Paris station ; at the close of this year he located 
at his own request. 

During his local relation, which continued for two years, he was greatly useful to the Church, 
and universally beloved by all who knew him. In 1845, he was re-admitted into the Memphis 
Conference, and was appointed to the Bellmont circuit, where ho finished his earthly pilgrimage 
and Christian warfare, in the triumphs of the faith, leaving behind the undying testimony, that 
he had gone to rest in the bosom of Christ In all his ministerial career, he adorned the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour. He was extremely modest and retiring, and never appeared to be con- 
scious of that nobility of intellectual acumen with which the God of nature had endowed him. 
Sound in judgment, scriptural in faith, and pure in doctrine, he was eminently qualified to he- 
rald the sweet strains of peace on earth and redemption through Christ. But he has gone, 
leaving behind him an amiable and affectionate companion and two lovely children, lifting their 
eyes, with heart-stricken grief, to the portals of that bright and beautiful heaven of love, where 
he requested them to meet him when life’s voyage was over. The last hour of our beloved 
brother Cole was one of great tranquility and heavenly calm. With an unshaken confidence in 
the God of battles, he beheld the fatal Archer’s bow, half-concealed amid the fearful shades, 
and with a smile, welcomed the flying dart, crimsoned in the blood of Chirist, and on the 8th 
of October, 1846, fi-ll asleep in Jesus, in the 29th year of his age. 

Whilst we would direct the bereaved to that God, who hath promised to be a father to the 
fatherless, and a husband to the widow, we most affectionately recommend them to the care of 
the Church.*
